Proposed Law Causes Uneasiness.— 


Mexican Politics. 


Spokane, W ash., Oct. 6 .—-“ Scores 
of Am erican corporations and individ­ 
uals operating valuable mining prop­ 
erty in Mexico have shut down their 
plants and laid off their employees 
because of the threatened passage of 
a m ining la w which w ill make it im 
possible for 
Am ericans to 
develop 
their holdings.” 
J . 
W . 
W heatley, cashier 
of the 
Hypotheek bank of Spokane, 
made 
the foregoing statement on his return 
from an extensive trip in the South- 


rt public, adding; 
“ At this time it is impossible to 
say if the law will be passed. Senor 
Molina, a member of the cabinet from 
Yucatan, is the author of the mea­ 
sure, which provides that no foreign 
corporation can own 
and 
operate 
Mexican mines, but that all mining 
companies must be chartered by the 
Mexican government and their head­ 
quarters and principal owners must 
be located in Mexico. 
The effect of the closing down of 
the mines, together with the financial 
depression 
which 
came 
over 
the 
country as the result of the recent 
flurry in the United States, has been 
to make money scarce in 
Mexico. 
President Diaz has not expressed any 
opinion concerning the proposed law, 
which, in the opinion of many is a 
dangerous one, but it is generally be­ 
lieved by the Am ericans in Mexico 
that he w ill oppose to its passage. 
The 
financial 
depression 
also 
il­ 
lustrates the injury which would re­ 
sult 
if 
foreign capital 
were driven 
from the republic. 
“ The people of Mexico are anxious 
that President Diaz be a candidate 
for re-election. They are fearful lest 
by his retirem ent and the selection 
of a successor they would place at 
the head of their government a man 
incapable of restraining the passions 
of the people and holding together 
the m any states and large population 
under his jurisdiction. 
“ Mexico is a land of opportunity 
for judicious investors so long as the 
government 
remains 
friendly 
to 
Amertrrtiis as it 
has been in 
the 
past.” 
M r. W heatley speaks Spanish like 
a native and this assisted him greatly 
in learning 
the sentiments of the 
people regarding the Molina bill and 
the possible effect of a change in 
adm inistration.
